"At least four of them had ma­ 
iling guns.” Davis said. 
“One of them fired a shot into 
the mail (‘ar and ordered the three 
clerks to come outside. 
“A couple of the other robbers 
at the same time were holding up 
everyone on tin* station platform, 
and made them stand in a line. 
"Another robber, with

Shull and Fireman P. O. Leuschner 
out of the locomotive cab.” 
Bullet Grazes Clerk 
One of the robbers, entering tile 
mail car, fired a shot that glazed 
the forehead of Orlin Workman, a 
clerk. 
It raised a hump but did 
not seriously hurt him. 
"They started shooting but stop­ 


p e r] when we came out," said P. E. 
Christy, another clerk in the car.
